RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

The Office Action dated July 8, 2004, sets forth a restriction requirement between 
two groups of claims. Group I, claims 1-20 and 59-62, is drawn to a subcombination of a valve 
assembly, and is classified in class 220, subclass 203.18. Group II, claims 21-58, is drawn to a 
combination of a lid having a valve assembly and cover, and is classified in class 220, subclass 
254.3. 

In compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.143, Applicants elect to prosecute the invention 
of Group I. The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-20 and 59-62 are contained within Group 
I. However, the Examiner's grouping of the claims is traversed, because Applicants believe that 
claims 39-58 also should be included in Group I. In particular, independent claims 39 and 43,

although relating to improved assemblies from which to drink, recite generally the same features 
as independent claims 1 and 5, respectively. Applicants thus submit that elected Group I 
includes claims 1-20 and 39-63, not claims 1-20 and 59-63 as set forth in the Office Action. 
Favorable reconsideration of the grouping of the claims is respectfully requested.
